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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Chwalck does not 
teach a Bragg grating established by perturbing an index of refraction using electrodes. The claim language does not require that 
electrode perturbation be used to establish the Bragg grating. The claim language states "establishing a Bragg grating within the optical 
path with a plurality of electrodes positioned to perturb an effective index of refraction." The claim language can be interpreted as the 
Bragg grating is formed then electrodes are used to perturb the refractive index of the grating. Chwalck teaches this interpretation by 
having electrodes (8 and 9) attached to the Bragg grating (7) to perturb the index of the grating. Applicant further argues that the Chwalck 
lacks plural electrodes to perturb the refractive index. The grating (7) includes different materials along the propagation direction, thus 
creating a Bragg grating. The electrical field applied by the electrodes (8 and 9) would perturb the refractive index of each of the 
materials. There are a plurality of material interfaces in the propagation direction, therefore the index would be perturbed a plurality of 
times along the propagation direction. 
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
